education, more or less under federal control, is 
the only thing which will insure economic, industrial 
and social stability in this country. He points out 
that the weakest spot in our educational system to-day 
is that the great army of boys and girls, destined to 
earn their living with their bands, waste from four 
to six years between the time they finish the common- 
school course and the time when they are old enough 
to secure places in factories, etc. The majority drift 
into jobs where unskilled labor is accepted, and 
few of them, probably, rise above this class. Bib¬ 
liography (10 p.).

The singular 
thing about this unique figure of the last phase of 
scholasticism is that while he lived in the very 
heart of the Renaissance he was uninfluenced 
by the spiritual circumstances of his time.

A SPECIAL RUBAIYAT WINDOW. 

As an example of enterprising window 
dressing along an original line, the photo¬ 
graph of the Davis & Banister window, re¬ 
produced on another page of this issue, 
merits attention. The special occasion in this 
case was Worcester’s annual Music Festival, 
of which this year Bantock’s Rubaiyat music 
happened to be a feature. 

The window available for the display was 
about seven by twenty feet, the walls and 
floor being covered by very choice Oriental 
rugs loaned by friends. Against this appro¬ 
priate and artistic background Messrs. Davis 
& Banister gathered as complete a collection 
as they could of rare, curious and beautiful 
Rubaiyatiana. 

In evidence of the completeness of this 
collection a local Worcester paper says: 

It may be doubted if even the British Museum 
could equal this Khayyam display. From the 
diminutive, almost microscopic volume which holds 
the middle of the stage, front, to the great leather 
bound tome of the 16th Century, placed just back 
of the pigmy there are above one hundred and 
fifty objects bearing on the life and writings of 
the illustrious Persian. There are first editions, 
English and American, there are big books and little 
ones, there are pictures, calendars and derivatives, 
books bound in every day dress and those in 
the very highest style of the binder’s art; books 
having the Oriental text and those translated by 
Fitzgerald, Thompson, Roe and many others and all 
of this wonderful array comes from the libraries 
of Mr. Thompson and Frank L. Coles of this city. 
The window represents thousands of dollars in 
money value, far more than that in derived and 
acquired interest through rarity and associations. 
The line of interested observers that for days has 
darkened the store window is a tribute to the merits 
of the collection. 

The significance of this display lies in the 
fact that every city has some collector of im¬ 
portance whose treasures are generally avail¬ 
able on loan to the local bookseller who 


keen enough to see their usefulness to him 
for advertising purposes. 

The central idea of this Rubaiyat window 
can be worked out along very varied lines, 
and almost always the display can be more or 
less directly connected with some current 
event which will give the window a certain 
timely appeal. 

Regular display advertising was used in the 
local press to call attention to this Rubaiyat 
window, but this was, of course, insignificant 
compared with the interesting write-ups 
which the display elicited. 

As to direct returns from the window in 
actual Rubaiyat sales, Davis & Banister do 
not advise us; but the indirect return in 
general publicity must have been large. 


VALUE OF THE ILLUSTRATIONS IN 
A NOVEL. 

“What leads the publisher to illustrate a 
novel by a popular author?” repeated the 
head of the art department of one of the 
largest publishing houses to a writer in the 
New York Sun, “That’s not an easy question 
to answer. 

“Of course it is done in the first instance 
with an idea of pleasing the public and mak¬ 
ing the book sell better. At the outset it 
usually has that result to a greater or less 
extent. I heard the other day of a woman 
who said she read every book illustrated by 
two men. She always liked their pictures so 
she explained. 

“That is of course an extreme case. When 
a salesman goes out with a dummy and shows 
that a book is to be illustrated by a popular 
artist the advance orders are likely to be 
larger. Thus immediately the sales of a book 
are increased. 

“On the other hand, if a book is an instant 
success, like ‘David Harum,’ for instance, no- 
bedy ever asks whether it is illustrated or not. 
That book had no pictures, but its popularity 
was certainly not affected by the lack of 
them. But to be so independent of illustra¬ 
tions it must be such a book that every man 
who reads it is going to tell all his friends to 
buy it. That kind of book stands in no need 
of the help that pictures* give.” 

Positive value of the presence of illustra¬ 
tions comes to the publishers in unmistakable 
ways. When John Fox’s “The Trail of the 
Lonesome Pine” was published with Yohn’s 
pictures, the publishers soon found out what 
an element they were in the popularity of the 
story. Requests for copies of the pictures, 
offers to buy the original drawings and in¬ 
quiries as to them came from all parts of the 
country, and when the author was engaged to 
his present wife, Fritzi Scheff, he had an oil 
painting made of the most popular picture, 
in which the heroine stands at the foot of the 
pine tree, and presented it to her. 

“Generally the authors are well enough 
satisfied to have their books illustrated,” an¬ 
other publisher told the reporter, “and some 
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of them are very grateful to their artists. At 
the illustrators’ dinner last winter Hopkinson 
Smith paid a great compliment to Kellar, who 
illustrated his ‘Peter/ when he said in a 
speech that he had not realized so well what 
his character was until he had seen Kellar’s 
illustrations. 

“Mrs. Humphry Ward is said to make it 
a condition that her novels shall be illustrated 
by one artist only, and it often happens that 
authors will ask to have a certain man do 
their work. Edith Wharton is one of the 
authors who are said to prefer no illustra¬ 
tions in their books, but one of her most pop¬ 
ular novels was illustrated as nobody knew 
when it was published just how great a suc¬ 
cess it was going to be. And it was agreed 
that the artist had caught very well the spirit 
of the types he had to depict, although the 
story was modern and there was no historical 
period for him to renew for the readers. 

“Generally the illustrator decides what 
scenes he will take as the subject of his pic¬ 
ture, and it often happens in a book that there 
are situations which are obviously those for 
the artist to take. Sometimes the author will 
suggest that certain scenes be used. 

“The artist is not always free to take the 
succession of scenes that appeal to him. It 
may be that he is inspired to do a number of 
scenes that occur in the first part of the story. 
Yet it is impossible for him to confine him¬ 
self to them. His pictures must be selected 
from the chapters that come during the pro¬ 
gress of the story, as it would not be permis¬ 
sible to crowd all the illustrations into the 
first part of the book and scatter them 
through it.” 

The cost of illustrating a novel depends on 
the value that the publishers put on the book. 
If it is by a well known author and they are 
moderately certain of its success they do not 
mind spending a good deal of money on it, 
while with a work by an unknown or uncer¬ 
tain author they are not likely to be so liberal. 

Usually novels appear first in serial form 
and the pictures are made and paid for then. 
So there is no additional expense involved in 
selecting enough of them for the story in 
book form. 

Sometimes the rewards of the illustrator 
do not cease when the story appears in book 
form. There have been cases in which the 
illustrator demanded a small royalty and got 
it. But that does not happen often. 

It rarely happens that an author rejects the 
illustrations that an artist submits, although 
it is not unusual for him to want some modifi¬ 
cations made in the pictures. 

“There are not enough,” one publisher said, 
“who can read a scene in a book, see it before 
them and then make the picture. Illustrators 
with so much imagination are the best to be 
found. But there are not many of them. 

“The artist who can construct the scene in 
his imagination from what he has read is 
going to give a much better picture of it than 
the man who needs a lot of properties and 
tries to build up the picture in reality before 
he starts to draw it. There are few illustra¬ 
tors with imagination enough to do this. 
There is a spontaneity and naturalness about 


the work of such men that the more laborious 
fellows never get.” 

Albert Sterner is said to ask the highest 
prices for his illustrations. Harrison Fisher 
receives very high prices for his girls’ heads, 
and some of them are used alone in books 
as a frontispiece just to add attractiveness to 
the book when it is opened on a counter by a 
possible purchaser. One of the publishers 
told the reporter that probably in that feature 
of illustration lay its greatest reward. 

“The casual buyer who opens a novel on a 
book stand, looks through it and is attracted 
by the situations is very likely to buy it rather 
than a book which has no illustrations and 
suggests nothing by its appearance,” he said. 
“The purchaser has no time to look through 
the text carefully enough to find out whether 
he likes it or not. The illustrations may, 
however, tell a story that appeals to him. He 
buys the book. And after all that is what 
books are printed for.” 


MARK TWAIN’S LIBRARY TO BE 
SOLD. 

Literary treasures of the late Mark Twain 
are to be sold at auction in New York City, 
among them many manuscripts and docu¬ 
ments the contents of which have never been 
published. His house, Stormfields, near Red¬ 
ding, Conn., is to be sold, and his daughter, 
Mrs. Ossip Gabrilowitsch, has decided to sell 
the bulk of the library, retaining only such 
books as have intimate family associations. 

The collection, which will be dispersed 
by the Anderson Auction Company, consists 
of three parts. In the first division are li¬ 
brary books, many of which have the auto¬ 
graph of the distinguished American humor¬ 
ist; presentation copies from other authors, 
and annotated copies, for Mr. Clemens had 
a delightful way of inscribing quaint con¬ 
ceits and opinions on the margins of the 
volumes which he read in his leisure hours. 

The second and third divisions of the col¬ 
lection consist almost exclusively of the orig¬ 
inal manuscripts of many of his books, with 
their interlineations and corrections, and 
many unpublished manuscripts. There are 
observations which the writer made for his 
own use. Sometimes he started to write a 
story and it came out a philosophical disser¬ 
tation, and was put away in some pigeonhole 
and forgotten. Among the things which will 
be included in the catalogue are scraps of 
paper, slit envelopes and the like in which 
Mr. Clemens wrote fugitive observations on 
various subjects. 

There are also reams of correspondence, 
some of it to imaginary persons, for at times 
the author felt the inclination to relieve his 
mind on various subjects on which he thought 
deeply. There are also note books in which 
are set forth ideas, sketches and outlines, 
which form a fascinating miscellany and give 
the reader a glimpse into the workings of a 
resourceful mind. Many of the comments 
upon current events made in this confidential 
manner/it is said, are as interesting as some 
of his best work which has appeared in print. 
The preparation of any of this material which 
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may be published has been intrusted to Al¬ 
bert Bigelow Paine, Mr. Clemens’ literary 
executor. _ 

POSTAL SAVINGS $11,598,288. 

As indicating that the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment is fast approaching the state of self- 
support, Postmaster-General Hitchcock Tues¬ 
day announced that the deficit - for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, * 1910, amounted to only 
$5,881,482, as compared with $ 17 , 479 , 77 ° f° r 
the preceding year. These are the final fig¬ 
ures as reported by the auditor for the de¬ 
partment, and show a saving of $11,598,288 
during the course of the year. 

Five months ago the Postmaster-General, 
accepting the reports of the fifty largest cities 
in the country as a basis, estimated that the 
deficit for the last fiscal year would be 
$5,900,000, a variance of less than $20,000 
from the actual figures. 


NEW ELECTIONS TO HALL OF FAME. 

In last week’s elections to the New York 
University Hall of Fame Edgar Allan Poe 
received 69 votes; with Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, the next highest number any ‘‘can¬ 
didate” received. Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
best known as the author of “Uncle loms 
Cabin,” led the list.

General Sheridan received 33 votes and 
Noah Webster 38. Dr. Morton, the reputed 
discoverer of anaesthesia, received 36 votes. 
William Lloyd Garrison, 35 votes, and Joseph

Poe’s vote jumped from 42 m 1905 to 09, 
an increase of 27 votes. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes jumped from 49 to 69, an increase of 
20 votes, his competitors, Lowell arid Whit¬ 
tier, having been removed by election. One 
of the extraordinary results of the canvass 
is that whereas the historian Motley gained 
four votes over the election of five years ago, 
the historian Parkman lost two votes. 

One of the striking gains is that of Phil¬ 


lips Brooks, whose vote increased from 49 to 
60, although no competitor in the same group 
had been elected in the meantime. The vote 
of 74 of Harriet Beecher Stowe is note¬ 
worthy, as no one received such a majority 
in the last election except Louis Agassiz, and 
in the first election the number was sur¬ 
passed only by fourteen names, including 
Washington, Lincoln, Grant, Emerson, Long¬ 
fellow, etc. As a result of this election the 
author’s corner, already the most populous, 
with the exception of the statesmen’s corner, 
doubles its population and goes far ahead of 
the statesmen in number, indicating the en¬ 
during quality of the author’s fame. 


THE COPYRIGHT CONGRESS AT * 
LUXEMBURG. 

The thirty-second congress of the Interna¬ 
tional Literary and Artistic Association, or¬ 
ganized at the Paris Exposition of 1878 un¬ 
der the presidency of Victor Hugo, was held 
at Luxemburg September 2-5, I 9 I0 > M. 

Georges Maillard, of France, presiding. There 
were twenty members present, including rep¬ 
resentatives from the United States, Switzer¬ 
land, Denmark, Germany, France, Italy, Rou- 
mania and Russia. At the first session S.E.M. 
Paul Eyschen, Minister of State, Luxemburg, 
spoke in general of the position of his coun¬ 
try in the Copyright Union, and M. Ch. Du¬ 
mont gave a complete twenty-two page report 
of literary and artistic life in Luxemburg. 

The work of the congress was in. great 
measure concentrated upon the discussion of 
a “general review of facts in regard to. lit¬ 
erary and artistic property from the diplo¬ 
matic, legislative and judicial standpoint” 
This subject, as prepared by M. Ernest Roeth- 
lisberger, representative of the International 
Bureau at Bern, was divided into four sec¬ 
tions : 

(1) The revised Convention of Bern,—a 
summary of enactments and questions raised 
in the different countries of the Union since 
the last congress at Copenhagen, the pre¬ 
vious year. 

(2) Legislative, enactments outside the di¬ 
rect action of the Bern Convention,—a list 
of special legislation in countries of the 
Union; enactments in Austria-Hungary as to 
the adaptation of musical works to mechanical 
instruments; proposed copyright act in Rus¬ 
sia; copyright act passed May 8 , 1910. hi Tur¬ 
key. 

(3) International treaties,—treaties con¬ 
cluded, by Roumania with Austria and Bel¬ 
gium : between France and Japan, to insure 
reciprocal protection to their authors in 
China; by the United States with sixteen 
foreign nations as re-proclaimed under the 
law of 1909. The passage by the Argentina 
Chamber of a law securing international pro¬ 
tection, now before the Senate for action. 

(4) Judicial decisions rendered as to 
works of architecture (Belgium), of applied 
art (Germany) as to letters (Germany, Bel¬ 
gium, France), mechanical instruments (Ger¬ 
many, Hungary), cinematograph productions 
(France, Switzerland), charitable concerts 
(Switzerland). 
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In connection with this report representa¬ 
tives of different countries made supplemen¬ 
tary observations, M. K. Glahn, of Denmark, 
expressing the hope that by next spring his 
country would become party to the revised 
convention of 1908. He admitted that there 
was some opposition to the recognition of the 
absolute right of translation and that the Gov¬ 
ernment had not been able to repeal the clause 
in the law of 1904 excluding the right of per¬ 
formance in dances and songs. 

Thorvald Solberg, official delegate from 
the United States, spoke of the law of 1909, 
as though still imperfect and unsatisfactory in 
some respects, yet giving greater protection 
to foreign authors than heretofore, through 
the simplified formalities, the easy establish¬ 
ment of the identity of a work and the exten¬ 
sion of the copyright term to fifty-six years. 
He expressed the hope that in the near fu¬ 
ture the United States would become party 
to the Bern Convention and that the congress 
would hold a meeting in this country to that 
end. Mr. Solberg said that the ideal of copy¬ 
right was the protection of the right of the 
author guaranteeing him recompense propor¬ 
tionate to the intrinsic value of his work. 

Mr. Roethlisberger analyzed the proposed 
English bill and M. Maillard read many of 
its sections with comments. 

M. A. Ferrari, of Italy, gave reasons why 
his country had not been able to approve the 
revised convention, some difference of opin¬ 
ion existing as to the interpretation. of the 
word “publication.” The complete right of 
translation was now recognized, though the 
term was not long enough, being only ten 
years after publication. 

Count de Suzor, of Russia, regretted the 
action of the Douma in denying the right of 
translation to foreign authors by the pro¬ 
vision that “works published in foreign coun¬ 
tries can be translated in Russia in Russian 
or in other languages.” A commission had 
been appointed which reported more favorably 
on this question, but without recommendation 
to join the Bern Convention. The term of 
copyright was also discussed. The congress 
resolved to send a memorandum to the com¬ 
mission advocating a term of life and fifty 
years and to urge the protection o i foreign 
authors and the adhesion of Russia to the 
Bern Convention. 

Two other subjects of importance before 
the congress were briefly discussed, the re¬ 
production of works exhibited in museums 
and the establishment of a museum of pira¬ 
cies, and were then referred to the next con¬ 
gress, to be held in Rome in September, 1911. 
The protection of posthumous works also 
came up for discussion, but this subject is 
still one of controversy, as was shown in the 
discussion of the proposed English code. 
Among the other subjects discussed were 
cinematograph works, and the moral right of 
the author in the creation of his brain as dis¬ 
tinguished from pecuniary reward. On this 
last topic resolutions were passed urging leg¬ 
islation. 

The votes of the Congress included a wish 
that those countries within or without the 
Union, which had not become party to the 


Convention of 1908, should do so at once, or 
at least before September 9, 1911, the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the signing of the Con¬ 
vention of Bern, and without reservations. 
Many suggestions were voted by the congress 
in respect to the proposed English law. It 
was further voted that France should be 
asked to make a declaration giving Italian 
works the benefit of full recognition and 
right of translation, so ‘that French works 
might enjoy the same protection in Italy as 
is guaranteed by the German-Italian treaty 
of 1907. Great satisfaction was expressed 
that the Dutch Government has taken steps 
to join the Union. The congress stated the 
wish that the copyright law presented to the 
Senate of Roumania in 1907, be again 
brought forward and that country made party 
to the Bern Convention. 

The pleasures of the congress were many, 
and the municipal authorities did much to 
make the stay in the little buffer state of 
free Luxemburg, with its beautifully situated 
capital, girdled by deep ravines and sur¬ 
rounded by its many ruined fortifications, one 
of great interest. A banquet was given in 
the Municipal Falace and arrangements were 
made for visits to all points of interest, in¬ 
cluding trips to the baths of Mondorf and 
Vianden. The members expressed great sat¬ 
isfaction in the work accomplished by the 
congress, and it is confidently hoped that its 
beneficjal results will be many. 


LEWIS MAGAZINES SUSPEND. 

The suspension of the magazines of the 
Lewis Publishing Company, of University 
City, Mo., as independent publications, was 
announced this week by E. G. Lewis, presi¬ 
dent of the concern. Instead of having each 
of them a separate magazine, hereafter Mr. 
Lewis will issue them in supplement form in 
connection with his daily publications, the 
Woman's National Daily and the St. Louis 
Star. 

The publications affected by the action of 
Mr. Lewis are the Woman's Magazine, the 
Beautiful Hornes Magazine, the Womans 
Farm Journal, the Journal of Agriculture and 
Palette and Bench. 

The reason given by Mr. Lewis for mak¬ 
ing the change is that the competition now 
being waged between magazine publishers 
is ruinous. He also charges that the trouble 
between the Lewis concern and the post- 
office several years ago contributed to the 
injury of what was once a flourishing busi¬ 
ness. Hereafter Mr. Lewis will concentrate 
his entire attention on the St. Louis Star 
and the Woman's National Daily, the daily 
publications of the company. 

The troubles of the Lewis Company be¬ 
gan early in 1907, when the post-office au¬ 
thorities ordered the Woman's Magazine and 
the Woman's Farm Tournal excluded from 
the second-class mail privileges, claiming that 
they did not have the required number of 
bona fide subscribers required by law, and 
that Mr. Lewis was issuing them to exploit 
the People’s United States Bank and other 
enterprises in which he was interested. 
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The charges against Lewis resulted in nu¬ 
merous libel suits being brought throughout 
the country, the latest of which was hied only 
last July against the Rural Publishing Com¬ 
pany, owner of the Rural New Yorker, and 
its officers, for damages aggregating $560,000 
for an article pubished on June 4 of this year. 


NO IMPROVEMENT IN . MR. ROBIN¬ 
SON’S CONDITION. 

Regarding the serious illness of John T. 
Robinson, who was stricken last Tuesday 
with apoplexy while attending a baseball 
game, George W. Jacobs wrote us Wednes¬ 
day: “We wish we were able to give you 
encouraging news of Mr. Robinson’s pro¬ 
gress, but from Tuesday afternoon, when he 
was stricken, he remained practically uncon¬ 
scious and did not utter a word until Satur¬ 
day afternoon, when he asked for water, and 
then on Sunday morning in response to a 
question from his nurse he answered ‘Yes.’ 
These are the only words he has uttered 
since his admission to the hospital. He lies 
in a stupor practically all of the time, breath¬ 
ing rather heavily, and the doctors give us 
very litte encouragement indeed. In view of 
the fact that he has spoken these two words 
and shown some signs of intelligence, we are 
rather hopeful.” _ 

OBITUARY. 

FREDERICK H. NEW COMBE. 

Frederick H. Newcombe, senior traveller 
for Frederick A. Stokes Company, died sud-

denly at his home, 102 West 93d Street, New 
York, at an early hour on the morning of 
October 27th. He had left his office at the 


usual time the day before, complaining only 
of a slight indisposition, but after dinner, of 
which he partook heartily, he was taken 
alarmingly ill and died a few hours later. 

“Fred” Newcombe, as he was affectionately 
and widely known, was born in New York 
fifty-seven years ago. He started as a list 
boy in the jobbing house of Felt & Dilling¬ 
ham more than forty years ago, when located 
at 455 Broome Street, and remained with this 
house for some years, when it became Lee, 
Shepard & Dillingham. Later he travelled 
for the John W. Lovell Company and after¬ 
wards for R. Worthington. In 1885 he ac¬ 
cepted an offer from Frederick A. Stokes & 
Brother, and for a period of twenty-five years 
he represented this line at various periods in 
every part of the United States and Canada 
where books can possibly be marketed. For 
many years he made the “Coast” trip, covering 
a continuous period often of six to eight 
months, but for the past few years he visited 
only Boston, New York, Philadelphia and the 
principal cities of the Middle West. 

Mr. Newcombe was one of the most popu¬ 
lar men on the road. He was always an in¬ 
defatigable worker, watchful to a fault of 
the interests of his firm, never complaining of 
the hardships of the life, but ever in high 
spirits under all circumstances. His genial 
personality, his rapid wit and his unfailing 
fund of good stories will be greatly missed 
by a host of loyal friends both in the trade 
and out of it. He leaves a wife, a son and a 
daughter. 


PERIODICAL NOTES. 

The Figaro, the famous Parisian daily pa¬ 
per, will hereafter sell for two cents instead 
of three. 

An enterprising publication is the Domin¬ 
ion, which appeared with the October issue for 
the first time, and it will be issued monthly, 
in the interests of the upbuilding of Canada. 

The Popular Insurance Magazine is the 
latest addition to the periodical field in New 
York, an illustrated monthly edited by Isidor 
Singer, Ph.D., and published by Moses King, 
Jr., the son of the late well-known publisher 
of historical handbooks. 

The Daily Ledger, the new New York 
morning paper started by the Longacre Pub¬ 
lishing Company, suspended publication, is¬ 
suing but five times. The Ledger was to be 
a daily newspaper devoted to the interests of 
Tammany Hall and Democracy. 

Following the action of the Chicago Post 
two weeks ago in reducing its price to one 
cent, the Tribune, Record-Herald and Inter- 
Ocean, all two-cent papers, announce reduc¬ 
tions to the one cent basis. This makes 
Chicago practically a one-cent newspaper city. 

Deutsche Kunst und Dekoration, the lead¬ 
ing German journal for art lovers and home- 
seekers, begins its fourteenth year with the 
October issue, and is sending specimen num¬ 
bers on request. It contains valuable text by 
experts in its special lines and upwards of 
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two hundred illustrations. The publisher is 
Alexander Koch, Darmstadt, Germany. 

This month saw the launching of a new 
magazine in New York. It is called Adven¬ 
ture and is the idea of E. J. Ridgway, of 
Everybody's Magazine, and is published by 
the Ridgway Company. Adventure is made 
up entirely of stories, both fact and fiction, 
classifying under its title, is a monthly, and 
sells at fifteen cents. It starts with three 
serial stories and ten complete short stories. 

The College World Company, New York, 
has issued the first number of its new publi¬ 
cation, The College Wiorld, with the current 
month. The first number consists of thirty- 
four pages, with a two-color cover, and is 
approximately the size of the Saturday Even¬ 
ing Post. It contains articles of interest to 
graduates and undergraduates of all colleges, 
and is profusely illustrated. 

The London Times has offered to the 
public a new feature which must have aroused 
mingled feelings in its older, more conserva¬ 
tive readers. This is the “Woman’s Supple¬ 
ment,” which it purposes to issue every Sat¬ 
urday. The first number contained articles 
on such subjects as “The Weaker Sex,” “The 
Spinster Influence in Education,” “Bringing 
Out a Daughter,” “The Country Cottage 
Woman” and “Country House Breakfasts.” 

The New York Globe and Evening Post, 
the oldest newspapers in New York City, 
were recently forced, for the first time in 
their history, to issue Sunday editions. The 
New York State law requires every paper 
carrying election advertising to print it the 
day previous to" registration day, which this 
year fell on a Monday. A legal way of es¬ 
cape from the dilemma was sought in vain. 

The November Century will mark the for¬ 
tieth anniversary number of the magazine, 
marshalling some of the magazine’s more 
notable conti ibutions to the progress of illus¬ 
tration during its history. There will be also 
“A Retrospect of the Century” under “Topics 
of the Times.” Among the special features 
will be the first chapters of Robert Hichens’s 
r.ew novel, “The Dweller on the Threshold 
“The Great Modern Hospital,” by Dr. W. G. 
Thompson; “A Fall from the Sky,” a story 
of the life and work of Glenn H. Curtiss, by 
Augustus Post; and “The Advance of the 
Water Wagon,” a review of the progress of 
prohibition in the United States by Dr. Henry 
Smith Williams. 

Being now seven years old and so grown 
up, the Book Monthly enters upon develop¬ 
ments with the October number. It has es¬ 
tablished itself for its bright literary gossip, 
its well-informed literary articles, its advance 
information about books, its beautiful illus¬ 
trations ; in a word, as a magazine with the 
true, inner knowledge of the book world. In 
that tradition it goes forward, enlarged in 
size and, for the benefit of the general reader, 
made more popular and more practical in 
contents and style. It retains all its proved 
features, but it seeks a broader highway of 
literary usefulness, appealing not only to the 


bookseller and the librarian, to the publisher 
and the bookman, but to everybody who reads 
books, or likes to read about books.

John Steventon, author of the recently 
published book “The Hermit of Capri,” who 
is in real life Judge Tarkington, father of 
Booth Tarkington, was married this month 
to Miss Linda H. Schultz, a director in the 
public schools of Indianapolis, his home city. 

Frank H. Valentine has resigned his po¬ 
sition with DeWolfe, Fiske & Co., Boston, 
where he has been for the past sixteen years 
in charge of the Old Book Department. He 
has entered into partnership with Charles 
E. Goodspeed, of Goodspeed’s Book Shop, 
5a Park Street, Boston, where he will be 
pleased to see his friends. 

E. W. Duttle, for some time past book ad¬ 
vertising manager of the New York Times, 
has gone with the Evening Mail. Llis place 
is taken by William Harding. Mr. Harding 
is a good example of how a man can go 
from the editorial end of newspaper work to 
the advertising end with success. For twenty 
years he was cable news editor of the Asso¬ 
ciated Press; he was one of the founders of 
the Reuter News Service of England, and 
was at different times connected with the 
editorial departments of the New York 
Herald and The Fourth Estate. He first en¬ 
tered the advertising field less than two years 
?go. 

Eugene Thvving, residing at Mount Ver¬ 
non, N. Y., president of the Circle Publish¬ 
ing Company, of No. 50 Madison Avenue, 
New York, has filed a petition in bankruptcy, 
with liabilities $49,151 and no available assets.

Here 
may be learned the adventures of Old-f'ash- 
ioned Jane with the Peddiar of Dreams, 
the Woodmaster, Fairy Wonder, the Poppy 
Goblin, and many other elves and sprites. 

A book for children that was popular fifty 
years ago has been reprinted by G. P. Put¬ 
nam’s Sons. This is Roland Quiz’s “Monster- 
land; or, the Further Adventures of King 
Pippin.” The old-fashioned colored pictures 
have been enlarged and used, and the book 
is delightfully quaint in consequence. 

The dispute between printers and their 
employers in Edinburgh has been settled 
without a strike. There are to be no more 
girl or women learners taken on for six years. 
All the new monotype keyboards during that 
period are to be worked by men. And the 
men are not to create any labor difficulties 
during the next three years. 

A book of sermons for young men by the 
late Dr. John Watson (Ian Maclaren) is 
issued by George H. Doran Company under 
the title “Respectable Sins.” Jealousy, ego¬ 
tism, evil temper, bigotry and other things 
not criminal, but degrading to the real man, 
are the sort of sins that Dr. Watson treats of. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company report the 
continued phenomenal success of Susan Glas- 
pell’s “The Glory of the Conquered.” In our 
issue of October 1 we reported that the 
tenth edition was almost exhausted, and now 
we note that on October 26 it was necessary 
to order the printing of another, the eleventh 
since its publication, March 12, 1909. 

A new and enlarged edition of Richard 
Robert Madden’s work, entitled “The United 
Irishmen: Their Lives and Times,” now for 
nearly fifty years out of print, is announced 
by the Tandy Publishing Co., of New York. 
The new edition will be in twelve volumes, 
with a life of the author, notes, index and 
bibliography by Vincent Fleming O’Reilly. 

Cassell & Company announce a new art 
series, entitled “One Hundred Popular Pic¬ 
tures,” consisting of medium-sized reproduc¬ 
tions in the exact colors of the originals of 
one hundred masterpieces of painting. The 
series will be completed in twenty-five port¬ 
folios, to be published at intervals, at a low 
price, and delivered to subscribers in the 
same manner as a magazine.

ard Le Gallienne; “Service and Sport in the 
Sudan,” by D. C. E. ff. Comyn, who spent 
four years in the Sudan with the Egyptian 
army; and a book of Socialistic essays, “So¬ 
cialism and Success, Some Uninvited Mes¬ 
sages,” by W. J. Ghent, author of “Our 
Benevolent Feudalism.” 

A refreshingly original book for boys 
will be Frank E. Channon’s “An American 
Boy at Llenley,” in which he tells the story 
of an American boy, Roger Jackson, in an 
English public school. All the sports which 
the English boys play are described and 
comparisons are made with American games. 
“An American Boy at Henley” is to be the 
first of a series published by Little, Brown & 
Co., called The H-enley Schoolboy Series. 

It is only another evidence of the surpris¬ 
ing vigor and activity of Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe that within a week of her death she 
was arranging with Houghton Mifflin Co. 
for the publication this autumn of a volume 
of “Later Poems.” Mrs. Howe’s “Reminis¬ 
cences,” published in 1899 by Houghton Mif¬ 
flin Co., cover a period of eighty years. In 
them she describes most interestingly the 
persons she has known, the wonderful events 
she witnessed, the scenes which inspired her 
to write the immortal “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” and the various causes which have 
enlisted her judgment, her voice and her pen. 

The life of King Leopold, just published 
under the title of “Leopold 11., King of the 
Belgians” (Sturgis & Walton Company) and 
written by Angelo S. Rappaport, Ph.D., is 
no hurried bit of occasional historico-bio- 
graphical work. The book was begun before 
the death of that monarch. That it has hu¬ 
man interest the reader will rightly infer 
when he becomes aware that the authorship 
of this biography is the same as that of 
“Royal Lovers and Mistresses,” and “The 
Curse of the Romanoffs.” What between 
Congo high finance and the personal and 
domestic affairs of Leopold, this volume does 
not lack seasoning.

Next week will see the publication of one 
of the most important of the Lippincott fall 
list. This is “China Under the Empress 
Dowager,” by J. O. P.. Bland and E. Back¬ 
house. Not only does the book cover the 
history of the life and times of Tzu Hsi, the 
extraordinary woman who ruled China with 
a rod of iron, but it contains the intimate 
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diary of Ching Shan, for many years the 
controller of the Empress's househod, a kins¬ 
man of the imperial family and the friend 
and confidant of his royal mistress. During 
the Boxer war, after the entry of the allies 
into Pekin, Ching Shan was murdered by his 
son, and his diary was rescued just as it was 
about to be burned by a party of Sikhs. The 
diary is a full and confidential record of 
palace events during the last eight months 
of the writer’s life, and gives a pathetic pic¬ 
ture of the old man's perplexities and 
troubles. 

“Walter Camp's Book of Football/' com¬ 
ing early next month, among The Century 
Co.’s books, will discuss the history of foot¬ 
ball, the development of the American game, 
the new football, personality in foot-ball, gen¬ 
eral strategy; the field, the costumes and 
training; the development and play of the 
different positions; the coach, his develop¬ 
ment, use and resourcefulness; an all-time, 
all-America team. It will be a book rich in 
anecdote and reminiscence. The authors of 
another of their books, “Magicians’ Tricks,” 
are Henry Hatton and Adrian Plate, well- 
known magicians and members of the Society 
of American Magicians. They tell all about 
scores of tricks old and new, and there are 
contributions by Felicien Trewey, Karl Ger¬ 
main, Will Goldston, and others.
